One-Twentieth of * Railroad 
Postal Employes Killed or 
Injured Within Year.

‘One out-of ‘every 20 railroad . postal 
Clerks in the United States was killed 
or injured in railroad accidents in the 
Jast year, according to figures cited by 
J. T. Canfield of Syracuse, N. Y., pres- 
ident of the National Postal Clerks’ As- 
scciation. 

Mr. Canfield was the principal speaker 

* the annual banquet of the local 
branch of the association at‘the Plant- 
ers Hotel: Monday night. 

While taking this great risk of being 
killed or being maimed, Mr. Canfield 
said the clerks made an average of only 
one mistake for every 12,000 letters han- 
died, and; their percentage of efficiency 
‘was 98 out of a possible 100. 

Mr. Canfield said one of the principal 
reasons for the fatalities among mail 
clerks was the faulty construction and, 


railroads furnish for them to do their 
work in. He urged the need of con- 
gressional action to compel the compa- 
nies to equip their roads with the 
strongest type of reinforced steel cars 
for carrying the mails. 

Congressmen Promise Aid, 

The railroad postal clerks are asking 
for increased compensation. Their needs 
were explained. by George T. Fair of 
Topeka, Kan., president of the Seventh 
Division. of the association. 

Congressmen Bartholdt, Coudrey and 
Gill, guests at the banquet, made 
speeches in: which they pledged them- 
selves to support any bill which may 
be introduced in furtherance of the de- 
mands of the clerks that they be better 
paid and protected from injury.

Grocers who have been buying milk 
from :dealers at wholesale prices now 
have to pay the same prices as the 
consumer. St. Louis milk dealers say 
there will not be another increase dur- 
ing the winter. 

Some of the dairymen are secretive 
about the increase in prices; but the 
new schedule of the Union Dairy Co. 
‘follows: Quart bottles, 14 quarts for 
$1; pint bottles, 4 cents each; cream in 
% pint bottles, 4 cents each. These 
prices went into effect Monday. 

Formerly the dairy company sold 28 
pint tickets for $1. Under the new 
schedule the consumer will get 25 tick- 
ets for $1. These rates have been 
charged by some of the dairy compa- 
nies for more than a year. The rates 
of the Union Dairy Co. will be followed 
rather closely by the other milk -deal- 
ers. 


‘For the past four years we have had 
to pay the producers a little more each 
year for their milk,’”’ said L. A. Spies, 
president of the Union Dairy Co. “It 
has come to a point where we must 
have a little more money. Last year we 
paid an increase of 10 cents a hundred 
pounds for milk, and this year an ad- 
ditional 5 cents. 


“The farmer had to have more money 
for his milk or he would not produce it. 
The price of feed for his stock was 
greatly increased. We have to go at 
least 100 miles further away from St. 
Louis to get the quantity and ‘quality 
of milk required, Which means additional 
freight charges. These conditions have 
made it necessary for the dealers to'| 
raise the price to the consumer. 

“The increase is slight. The dairy com- 
panies in St. Louis have been losing 
money every winter. I think the public 
will concede that we are entitled to a 
reasonable profit.”” . 

Butter is expected to be very high by 
Christmas. It is now sold by the dairy 
companies at 37 and 38 cents a pound. 
This is 6 and 7 cents a pound higher 
than it was at this time last year. Some 
dealers say they would not be agahces 
to see butter retail for 50 cents a pound 
by Christmas.

’ Ig there any connection between the many fail- 
res of the police to solve mysteries like that of 
the Viviano kidnaping, and ‘the great popularity 
‘at headquarters of the third degree? 

Before torture was unlawfully revived as a 
method of ferreting out crime the police worked 
on their cases with their best intelligence and 
did not think of picking up some unfortunate 
who had been guilty of exciting their suspicion 
or dislike and subjecting him to cruel and bar- 
barous maltreatment with the intent to compel 
tim to confess. They used their brains, not their 
fists and savage instincts. And we are not aware 
i that any more offenders escaped in those ra- 
_ tlonal, humane days than now, when torture is 
the favorite method of making a “deduction.” Is 
there any less crime since the third degree ob-

than this in describing the Panama deal. It 
goes to the nub of the question of the right of 
newspapers to probe into the transaction and 
discuss its moral and political aspects. It is not 
necessary. that a crime be committed or that there 
be actual bribery, to make a governmental trans- 
action of this kind highly improper and scanda- 
lous. If public interests were sacrificed to private 
interests in such a transaction the press would 
be justified in denouncing it and in calling to 
account every public officer who shares the re- 
sponsibility for it. With fine candor and courage 
Judge Anderson swept away the ambiguities. of 
the case and has presented a clear view of its 
political and moral aSpects and of the right and 
duty of the press to discuss them. 

Nor did Judge Anderson spare Mr. Cromwell, 
who engineered the deal. He pointed out the 
significance of his standing upon his privilege 
in his examination before the Senate and before 
the court whenever questions were asked which 
might bear upon him or his associates, but waiving 
the privilege when the answer gave him oppor- 
tunity to make a favorable showing., 

“To my mind that gave just ground for sus- 
picion,” said the judge. “I am suspicious about 
it now.” “_ 

Judge Atiderson accurately expresses public 
sentiment on the case. The Government's amaz- 
ing libel suit has for a time diverted public. atten- 
tion from the real question in the Panama deal, 
which Judge Anderson revives. What were the ac- 
tual facts of the transaction? What influences were 
brought to bear to enable the engineers of the 
deal to push it through? How much profit was 
realized and how was it distributed? 

In the light of Judge Anderson’s decision the 
Government is probably not anxious to push the 
libel suit, but there is another case which ought to 
be pushed—that is the case of the people against 
the Panama syndicate.

A movement So Constant may be ex- 
pected to continue in the good: times 
we hope may be now well resumed. 
Prof. Mitchell shows that the ratio was 
exactly the same on Aug. 22, 1907, and 
May 14, 1908—before and after the panic 
—but the decline since has been resumed. 
The capital ratio in State banks has de- 
clined from 41 per cent in 1878 to 18 per 
cent in 1908.
